In submitting this report we wish to say that the pur- 
pose has heen to run our schools on an economical basis 
and still give to the children a chance to attend school under 
good instruction. | 

The pupils and teachers have worked well together, but 
the point we wish to urge is better co-operation and more 
interest on the part of the parents. We would like to know 
how many of the parents have visited the schools within the 
past vear. 

One teachers’ meeting was held during the fall term. An- 
other was planned, but owing to unfavorable weather and 
travelling the teachers were unable to get together. We 
hope for the teachers to meet often in the spring, and some 
teaching exercises will be given. | 

Owing to the fact that the cost of conveyance was less 
than was expected, and that our state funds exceeded the es- 
timate by more than $200, we have this spring a balance of 
$954 72. We figure that $2100 will take care of our expens- 
es for the coming vear. | 

We wish to urge upon parents and pupils theneed of reg- 
ular attendance to make our schools successful, and to: give 
the children a chance to derive full benefit from their school 
work and for the money expended for them. . 

It is expected now that work on the new school building 
at the village will begin as soon as the condition of the land

will permit in the spring, so that it may be completed and 
ready for use when the fall term opens. .
